Men's  Club 

This  club  was  organized  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Par- 
ish House  on  November  10th.  1920  with  sixteen  charter 
members  present.  In  the  brief  time  the  club  has  been  in 
existence  it  has  more  than  doubled  this  membership  and 
has  been  a  very  valuable  help  in  many  ways  to  the  church. 
The  credit  for  its  growth  is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of 
President  Valentine  and  the  other  members, — all  of  whom 
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have  taken  a  keen  interest  and  entered  into  the  work  with 
a  spirit  that  has  been  very  gratifying. 

The  club  meetings  are  held  twice  a  month.  The  enter- 
tainments and  speakers  furnished  for  these  meetings  have 
been  intensely  interesting  and  instructive. 

In  less  than  four  years  the  club  has  raised  over  $1,000 
which  they  have  turned  into  the  Church  treasury  toward 
the  payment  of  the  church  debt.  This  in  itself  is  very 
commendatory. 

During  the  past  four  months  the  members  have  been 
carrying  on  a  campaign  known  as  "The  Church  of  a 
Million  Pennies".  This  was  brought  into  existence  in  the 
hope  of  raising  money  with  which  to  pay  off  the  remaining 
church  debt  of  $5,700.00  and  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of 
future  repairs  to  the  Parish  House  that  are  now  necessary. 

The  program  that  is  being  prepared  for  the  coming 
winter  will  prove  more  interesting  than  that  of  last  year. 
Everything  is  being  done  to  make  the  club  a  permanent, 
active,  and  thriving  organization  for  the  men  who  enjoy 
a  good  time  in  the  right  way  and  for  a  definite  purpose,  the 
help  of  the  church. 

St.  Martha's  Unit 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  St.  Martha's  Unit  held  on 
Friday  evening,  September  the  15th,  the  following  officers 
were  duly  elected  for  the  coming  year,  Mrs.  M.  Frances 
McCarter,  President;  Mrs.  James  McKeown,  Vice  Presi- 
dent; Miss  Bertha  Huber,  Secretary;  and  Mrs.  William 
Finn,  Treasurer. 

Although  this  unit  has  only  twelve  members,  they  have 
been  very  active  since  their  organization  two  and  one-half 
years  ago.  During  that  time  they  earned  about  $850.00, 
— supplying  three  new  sets  of  Altar  hangings,  new  linens, 
altar  lights,  and  flowers  for  the  altar  at  times  when  flowers 
were  not  given  as  memorials.  Aside  from  this,  $100  was 
given  toward  the  building  fund.  This  unit  hopes  to  con- 
tinue its  good  wgrk,  and  at  the  last  meeting  definite  plans 
were  made  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  Bazaar  which  is  to 
be  held  in  December. 

St.  Mary's  Unit 

St.  Mary's  Unit  of  which  Mrs.  R.  N.  Valentine  is 
Chairman  and  Mrs.  James  Peoples  is  Treasurer  is  the  old- 
est unit  in  the  Parish  and  for  many  years  the  only  active 
one.  Meetings  are  held  regularly  at  the  home  of  the 
Chairman  every  Thursday  afternoon  from  October  to 
June.    Aside  from  the  business  taken  care  of  in  the  meet- 
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in^^s  the  ladies  sew  aprons,  towels,  etc.    There  are  twent3'- 
four  members  enrolled. 

It  has  been  customary  to  hold  several  apron  and  cake 
sales  during  the  season  fo.r  the  benefit  of  some  particular 
object.  Two  such  sales  were  held  during  the  past  year  auv; 
proved  very  helpful  to  the  treasury. 

At  present  the  unit  is  pledged  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a 
new  furnace  recently  installed,  and  already  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  amount  has  been  raised. 

St.  Margaret's  Unit 

vSt.  Margaret's  Unit  meets  regularly  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  of  every  month.  The  unit's  object  to  pay  the 
balance  of  $154.03  on  the  bell  that  had  been  installed  in 
the  church  was  accomplished  during  the  past  year  by  hold- 
ing a  Christmas  sale  of  dolls  and  Church  Kalendars,  and 
a  Food  Sale  and  Tea  in  the  spring.  Four  new  members 
have  joined  the  unit.  The  social  times  together  have  been 
well  mingled  with  the  work,— miscellaneous  shower  for 
Miss  Izola  Fullerton  before  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Arthur 
Wight  of  Perth  Amboy,  being  one  of  the  events  of  the 
year. 

The  unit  has  felt  a  keen  loss  in  the  passing  into  the 
life  beyond  of  one  of  the  most  active  members,  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Trembath.  May  her  good  Christian  character  and 
zeal  be  an  inspiration  to  all. 

St.  Elizabeth's  Unit 

This  unit  has  been  meeting  the  first  Tuesday  in  each 
month  for  the  past  year.  During  the  coming  year  it  will 
meet  every  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  eight  P.  M. 
The  object  of  work  has  been  to  pay  for  the  new  organ 
which  w^as  installed  in  the  Church  February  13th,  1921. 
On  February  7th,  a  luncheon  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Charles  R.  Brown,  the  proceeds  of  which  was  one  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  dollars.  Two  rummage  sales  were  held 
during  the  year.  Birthday  Bags  were  sent  to  each  member 
of  the  congregation  from  which  a  nice  sum  has  been  re- 
ceived. Each  member  pledged  to  raise  ten  dollars  during 
the  summer  months  and  a  considerable  amount  of  this  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  now.  During  tlie  coming  year 
we  are  planning  to  pay  off  the  remainder  of  the  debt  on  the 
organ  the  total  cost  of  which  was  $4637.28. 

The  Choir 

The  choir,  numbering  twenty-two  voices,  has  been  very 
faithful  during  the  past  year,  taking  up  new^  anthems,  and 
of  late,  making  special  features  of  the  Processional  Hymns. 
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Two  cantatas  were  given  during  the  year,  one  at  Christmas 
time,  "The  Story  of  Bethlehem"  by  John  E.  West,  and  one 
at  Easter  entitled,  "The  Resurrection"  by  Charles  Fonteyn 
Manney,  both  of  which  were  very  beautifully  rendered.  In 
these  two  cantatas  the  choir  was  assisted  by  soloists  whose 
fine  work  was  very  much  appreciated.  On  Palm  Sunday, 
a  "Procession  of  the  Palms"  was  arranged,  when  each  of 
the  choristers  carried  a  palm  branch,  the  procession  ex- 
tending the  whole  length  of  the  Church  and  well  into  the 
chancel,  making  a  beautiful  and  very  impressive  effect. 
Dudley  Bucks  arrangement  of  "The  Palms"  was  used  in 
this  procession  in  place  of  the  Processional  Hymn.  Be- 
sides the  good  work  done  by  the  choir,  they  have  frequent- 
ly enjoyed  some  jolly  good  times  together  in  the  homes  of 
the  members,  and  they  are  looking  forward  to  the  coming 
year  with  interest  and  pleasure. 

The  Little  Helpers 

This  organiztion  in  the  Church  is  for  all  children  too 
young  to  attend  Church  School.  The  objecct  is  to  bind 
them  to  the  Church  even  at  the  earliest  age.  This  is  ac- 
complished through  Holy  Baptism,  Prayer,  occasional 
Church  attendance  and  financial  return  to  God  as  a  thank 
offering. 

The  Prayer  of  the  "Little  Helpers"  is  a  simple  one, 
and  reads  as  follows. — 

"God  bless  the  missionaries  all  over  the  world,  and 
every  Little  Helper  for  Jesus  sake.   Amen." 

This  prayer  is  to  be  said  as  the  child  places  his  weekly 
return  of  money  in  a  mite  box.  While  too  young,  the 
mother  says  it  for  him,  and  as  he  grows  older  she  says 
it  with  him.  The  amount  taken  in  from  the  little  red  mite 
boxes  goes  to  maintain  several  different  fields  of  missionary 
work. 

During  the  coming  year  the  workers  hope  to  have 
several  Parents  Meetings  at  which  helpful  suggestions  may 
be  made  in  regard  to  child  nature  and  nurture. 

"They  brought  young  children  to  Christ  *  ♦  *  *  and  he 
took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them,  and 
blessed  them." 

Gifts  to  the  Church 

A  very  beautiful  Processionary  Cross,  designed  and 
rnade  by  A.  R.  Mowbray  &  Co.,  London,  England,  was 
given  to  the  Church  and  formally  accepted  and  blessed 
in  eleven  o'clock  Holy  Eucharist,  November  13,  1921. 
The  cross  is  in  memory  of  one  of  the  oldest  of  Trinity's 
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faithful  soldiers  and  servants,  Mrs.  Ellen  Deter,  who  de- 
parted this  life  November  6,  1920,  It  was  given  by  her 
beloved  children.  "Looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  fin- 
isher of  our  faith  who  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him 
endured  the  cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at 
the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God." 

At  the  eleven  o'clock  Holy  Eucharist,  Passion  Sun- 
day, April  2,  1922,  new  choir  stalls  of  surpassing  quality 
and  commodious  enough  to  seat  thirty  choristers  comfort- 
ably were  given  by  Mrs.  M.  D.  Valentine,  Mrs.  Charles 
Brown,  Mrs.  Henry  Duguid,  and  Mrs.  Frank  R.  Valentine. 
These  seats  were  accepted  by  the  Rector  and  blessed  by  the 
Venerable  Archdeacon  R.  Bowden  Shepherd,  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  Jersey.  The  seats  as  well  as  the  Processional 
Cross  were  indeed  needed  and  are  appreciated  by  all. 

In  order  that  both  young  and  old  could  enjoy  them- 
selves in  playing  tennis  on  the  Church  property,  Mr.  Frank 
R.  Valentine  had  a  splendid  regulation  size  clay  court  built 
in  the  rear  of  the  rectory  grounds.  The  opening  game  of 
the  season  was  played  on  Decoration  Day  when  a  large 
gathering  witnessed  two  very  interesting  games  between 
Messrs.  Charles  Brown  and  Howard  Valentine  and  Mr. 
Jerome  Wiss  and  the  Rector.  Even  though  the  former  two 
showed  their  great  ability  in  playing  by  beating  their  op- 
ponents, the  scores  were  very  close.  While  many  have 
enjoyed  playing  on  the  court  since  that  day,  it  has  not  been 
used  as  much  as  it  should  have  been.  All  are  indeed  pleased 
to  have  the  court  and  thank  the  donor  very  much  for  his 
goodness  in  providing  this  addition.  It  has  meant  and  will 
mean  so  much  for  the  social  welfare  of  the  people  of  Wood- 
bridge. 

On  August  5th,  the  Rector  had  a  very  very  pleasant 
surprise  in  the  way  of  a  gift  of  a  Ford  Coupe.  'It  is  one 
thing  to  see  the  need  of  something  and  to  want  it.  It  is 
another  thing  to  have  such  a  need  supplied  and  without 
asking  for  it.  During  the  entire  year  in  pastoral  visiting 
the  need  of  an  automobile  to  get  about  more  efficiently  has 
been  very  apparent  to  the  Rector  and  the  people.  Mr. 
Frank  R.  Valentine  did  not  stop  with  simply  seeing  the 
need,  but  in  this  matter  as  in  others  concerning  the  welfare 
of  the  Church,  he  decided,  to  make  the  vision  a  reality, — a 
characteristic  many  more  of  us  should  acquire,  and  he  be- 
came instrumental  in  securing  the  much-needed  car.  It  is 
from  the  bottom  of  his  heart  that  the  Rector  is  grateful 
to  him  for  this  personal  gift. 
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THE  CHURCH  YARD 

In  response  to  an  appeal  sent  out  by  the  Vestry  in  the 
early  spring  for  money  for  the  upkeep  of  the  church  yard 
during  the  summer  about  $150.00  was  sent  in  by  relatives 
and  friends  of  the  departed  who  are  buried  around  the 
church.  While  this  sum  was  very  good  and  appreciated 
it  was  not  quite  enough  to  take  care  of  the  entire  expense. 
If  any  still  desiring  to  help  the  Vestry  in  this  matter  wish 
to  give  to  this  fund  it  will  be  glady  received. 

Much  commendation  can  be  given  to  the  Vestry,  es- 
pecially to  Mr.  Frank  Valentine,  who  has  had  charge  of 
the  improvements,  for  the  splendid  care  taken  of  the 
grounds.  People  from  far  and  near  who  have  visited  the 
inclosure  about  the  church  year  after  year,  have  remarked 
that  they  do  not  recall  it  ever  looking  as  well-kept  as  it 
has  this  year. 

Let  us  remember  next  spring  that  in  order  to  keep 
it  looking  as  nice  during  the  summer  of  1923,  each  of  us 
must  do  our  share  to  finance  the  work.

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All  these  positions  are  suitable  to  the  part  of  the  service 
during  which  they  are  assumed.  The  public  worship  of 
God  supposes  the  congregation  to  be  first  assembled,  and 
each  one  on  entering  should  KNEEL  and  silently  ask  God 
that  he  may  be  able  to  worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  service,  the  worshippers  STAND, 
to  signify  their  attention  to  short  admonitions  taken  from 
Holy  Scripturq,  and  to  an  admonition  which  urges  them 
to  a  confession  of  their  sins.  During  the  confession  and  the 
Lord's  Prayer  the  people  KNEEL — the  proper  position 
for  humble  petitioner.  While  they  praise  and  bless  the 
Lord  with  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs  they 
STAND  according  to  the  directions  given  bv  God  to  the 
prophet  Nehemiah:  "Stand  to  bless  the  Lord."  To  receive 
instruction,  whether  by  reading  of  Holy  Scripture  or  by 
the  sermon  the  people  SIT.  There  is  one  exception  to  this 
rule,  viz.,  when  the  Gospel  for  the  day  is  read.  Out  of  re- 
spect to  the  very  name  Gospel,  which  means  glad  tidings, 
and  because  it  nearly  always  contains  some  of  the  very 
words  of  Jesus,  and  to  show  a  readiness  to  confess  Him 
before  men,  the  people  stand,  as  also  they  do  in  saying  the 
Creed. 

Extract  from  "The  Church  and  Her  Ways". 
Some  Definite  Aims 

That  the  life  of  our  parish  will  be  strengthened  if  each 
one  of  us  Receives  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  least  once  a 
month. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  be  an  active  member,  so  far 
as  possible,  of  at  least  one  organization  of  the  parish. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  wel- 
come into  our  parish  all  strangers  who  may  move"  into  the 
community. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  have  a  responsibility  to  bring 
into  our  Church  School  any  boy  or  girl  not  going  elsewhere. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  have  a  responsibilitv  to  try 
and  bring  someone  to  Holy  Confirmation. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  try  to  learn  more  of  what 
the  Church  is  doing  outside  our  parish. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  hope  and  pray  that  from  our 
parish,  young  men  shall  be  called  into  Holy  Orders  and  into 
the  Mission  fields  of  the  Church. 

That  each  one  of  us  shall  be  a  contributor  to  our  par- 
ish's expenses  and  to  the  Church's  work  outside  our  parish. 

That  we  shall  try  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  in  our 
homes.
